The approaching public sales of 


cattle will afford an opportunity to 
make a start with well-bred cattle, 
where this has not already been 
done, and doubtless among the 
purchasers will be a good number 
of those who will at that time 
make their first purchases of pure- 
bred cattle. Some men may have 
put off buying heretofore, because 
they have not felt able to purchase 
enough to give them a herd, but 
this should not prevent their mak- 
ing a start by securing one or two 
animals if they cannot buy more. 
First of all, select a good bull, for 
he can be used on the common 
cows of the owner, and also be a 
source of some income by being 
used on the cows of the neighbor- 
hood. In this way, particularly if 
the owner has quite a number of 
cows, the increased value of the 
calyes will soon equal the cost of 
the bull. If possible, one or two 
pure-bred cows or heifers should 
be bought at the same time, and 
gradually from this small begin- 
ning a herd of pure-bred cattle 
may be grown, even if further ad- 
ditions by purchase later on should 
not be made. The probabilities 
are, however, that the improved 
appearance of the calves by the 
pure-bred sire will be so marked 
as to prompt further investments. 
In this way, with a comparatively 
small outlay, if good judgment is 
used in making the selections, the 
purchaser will soon have a collec- 
tion of grades and pure-breds that 
will be a source of gratification 
and profit to him, this having been 
accomplished with little risk of 
loss. Many eof the large herds of 
the country were started in this 
way, and have proved a continual 
source of profit to the owner, this 
representing in some cases a very 
large sum. Particularly has this 
been. the case, where the location 
was such that there has been a 
good demand for the young bulls 
of the herd. The money realized 
from these, invested in more cows 
and heifers, the heifer calves 
meantime having been retained as 
breeders, has in a few years put 
the owner in possession of a fine 
herd, 


Valuable Feeding Experience. 

The following practical and sen- 
sible letter is from N. R. Smith, 
Harrison county, Ohio: Noticing 
an article recently giving a report 
as to the gain and profit in feeding 
hogs whole corn, I herewith give 
my experience this winter, for the 
benefit of those whom it may con- 
cern. I bought some shoats that 
ayeraged 145 pounds, at 4 cents, 
fed them whole corn three times a 
day (not all they would eat, but 
enough to keep up a steady growth 
and fattening) with good slop 
twice aday, which consisted largely 
of skim milk. I kept this up, in- 
creasing the quantity of corn 
gradually towards the last for sixty 
days, when I sold them for five and 
one half cents, and delivered them 
at the cars eight miles from home, 
where they averaged 265 pounds. 
I fed them, by actual count, 10 
bushels of corn each. It will be 
seen the grain was exactly two 
pounds per day, and the price re- 
ceived for the corn was about 81 
ceuts per bushel—which looks 
pretty well. But the instructive 
part of the transaction was, had I 
sold the hogs at the same price 
that I paid, which in ordinary. 
years is all that can reasonably be 
counted on, I would only have ro- 
ceived 48 cents per bushel for the 
‘corn; which clearly shows that hogs 
fed on corn must ordinarily be 
made to gain at least two pounds 
per day if the business is profitable.

What is true of Spokane Falls is 
true of the Salt Lake postoffice, and 
almost every other postoffice in the 
Union of towns of fifteen thousand 
or more people. In Indianapolis 
recently, the owners of a newspaper 
got permission of the Government 
to send one of their own employes 
to distribute their own mail, in 
order to secure it before it became 
time to send it to the dead-letter 
office. What is true of the Postof- 
fice Department is true of every 
other, and the work iu all the de- 
partments in Washington is months 
behind. There is not, we suspect, 
a Marshal’s office in the United 
States that the government is not 
indebted to in thousands of dollars. 
Work performed in the Department 
of Justice and money expended by 
faithful officers for the government, 
months and years ago, remain un- 
paid, though the accounts have 
been approved. It is still worse in 
the Land Department. Poor men 
are waiting in vain to secure the 
titles they were long ago entitled 
to, and others are waiting for the 
necessary surveys that they may be 
able to definitely fix their bounda- 
aries. Almost all the suits brought 
by the government for damages for 
timber cut, have been made neces- 
sary simply because the govern- 
ment year after year, refused tosur- 
vey the public lands adjacent to 
lines of travel, where immigrants 
were crowding in. There is per- 
petual danger of Indian wars be- 
cause the government has refused 
to keep its contracts and supply the 
rations which had been agreed 
upon. Soit goes. The government 
officers are living in tumble-down 


houses, hired at prices which would 


much more than pay the interest 
on the cost of appropriate struc- 
tures. And all this is done to 
manufacture a spurious reputation 
for economy, when itis as plain as 
sunlight that it is the most expen- 
sive kind of economy. And with- 
out a modern ship, gun or fortress, 
with twelve thousand miles of sea 
coast totally unprotected; with the 
government in arrears everywhere, 
with all its offices running short- 
handed, and with a national debt 
still drawing $50,000,009 per annum 
in interest, there isa hue and cry 
that rocks the land from sea to sea 
over a surplus of $54,000,000. There 
is nosurplus and could not be for 
ten years te come were the govern- 
ment to handle its business as a

A Very Fishy Story of the Great 
Beecher-Tiiton Scandal. 

San Digeao, March 21.—There came 
to this city recently a member of Ply- 
mouth Church, Brooklyn, who tells a 
strange story of the Beecher-Tilton 
scandal, which, while told with much 
particularity, seems to be absurd if 
not improbable. The story is that 
Mrs. Tilton was about to be confined 
and was in bed sick when somebody 
told her of her husband’s guilty rela- 
tions with the notorious Victoria 
Woodhull. The startling news un- 
nerved the sick woman and her grief 
became almost despair. In this di- 
lemma she sent for Beecher as her pas- 
tor ard begged for advice and counsel. 
Beecher himself seemed no less indig- 
nant over the revelation of the lust- 


falness of a prominent member of bis 
church and on the spar of the moment 
he said: “If I were you I would 
never bear children to such a man.“ 
Mrs. Tilton showed her profound con- 
fidence in Mr. Beecher by adopting 
his suggestion. That night was passed 
almost in delirium, and when the 
morning dawned the despairing wo- 
man sent for her physician, also a 
member of Plymouth Church, — 
maa in whom she had the utmost con- 
fidence. The doctor protested long 
and earnestly against her awful sug- 
gestion, but * mind had been made 

ap and rap ede h she knew that her 
life might be the penalty, she per- 
sisted in following Beecher’s advice. 
The physician yielded to her plaintive 
entreaties and before night a still-born 
child came into tbe world. Tilton was 
absent from Brooklyn, but returned 
before his wife’s recovery. In her 
ravinzs she gave utterance tothe name 
of Beecher. That was a clue and Til- 
ton wrote the great preacher a note ac- 
cusing him of breaking up a happy 
home. Beecher was heart broken, but 
he would not betray the doctor to 
whom he had often been under finan- 
cial obligations and who was his near 
and dear friend. He replied to Tilton 
begging forgiveness, but Tilton only 
construed the letter to be an admis- 
sion of the witness’s guilt. When 
Beecher was tried before an ecclesi- 
astical tribunal in Boston he said that 
he could not do more than deny the 
charge against him as there was a 
State Prison crime back of it,“ mean- 
ing the doctor’s crime. Afterwards in 
the courts the great pieacher bore all 
the burden of the crime laid at his 
door rather than divulge the name of 
his friend. Mrs. Tilton seems to have 
been equally reticent. This informa- 
tion is alleged to be from a posthu- 
mous paper left by Beecher, and also 
a paper by the guilty physician. Mr. 
Beecher’s paper was prepared ten 
years ago and was to be printed after 
its author’s death, 


Appropriations for Surveys. 
WASHINGTON, March 21.—Secretary 
Vilas sent to the Senate to-day a letter 
from the Commissioner of the Land 
Office, ashing an immediate appropri- 
ation of $4,100 for the resurvey of cer- 
tain lands involved in suits brought 


against the Sierra Lumber Company, 
California, and the Montana Improve- 
ment Company, Montena Territory. 
Since the Urgency bill passed the 
Senate the House has amended it by 
the addition of an appropriation, and 
Vilas wants the Senate to concur in 
the House amendment. Inthe case 
of the Sierra Lumber Company, it is 
estimated that the survey can be made 
in sixty days at a cost of $1,600. About 
$2,000,000 is involved in the suit against 
the Sierra Company, and the Treasury 
officers have decided that the resurvey 
of the land in question cannot be made 
out of the appropriations for depreda- 
tions on public timber. The appro- 
priation for surveys of public lands 
for the present fisca! year is exhausted, 
and unless the special appropriatioa 
asked for is A rl suits may be 
greatly delayed or fail altogether. 


Restricting Alien Rights. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The House 
Committee on Labor to-day agreed to 
report favorably the bill prohibiting 
aliens from 1 government 
office. A si of officials is 
excepted ean the operation of the bill 
—those whom from expediency or 
necessity have been appointed to 
positions in the Diplomatic and Con- 
sular Service. They are in the main 
employed as Consuls at unimportant 
stations and as interpreters and trans- 
lators in leading Consulates. 


Gold and Silver Ballien Deposits. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Senator 
Stewart yesterday introduced a bill 
relating to the depositing of gold and 
silver bullion at mints or assay offices 
of the United States. It is intended as 
an amendment to Beck’s bill, which 
prevides for the retirement of United 
States 1 tenderand national bank 
notes of small denominations and for 
the issue of coin certificates in lieu of 
gold and silver certificates.

Judge Goodwin, in the Salt Lake 
Tribune, says: A friend has sent 
us some old copies of Nevada pa- 
pers. One is the Territorial Enter- 
prise of May 8, 1865. It does not 
seem so very long ago, but some of 
the articles begin to read like fur- 
off history. The dispatches give 
the particulars of Johnston’s sur- 
render, and the headlines contain 
such sentences as the following: 
**fee’s men taking the oath; “Jeff 
Davis steering for Cuba;” The 
war cousidered to be over;’’ The 
funeral cortege in Ohio;“ and glanc- 
ing down the column the dispatch 


is seen that, “Notwithstanding the 


inclement weather, crowds of citi- 
zens assembled at the depot in 
Cleveland to take a last look at the 
coffin containing the remains of the 
late President.“ There is a letter 
from General Grant declining grace- 
fully an invitation for himself and 
wife to attend a grand sanitary fair 
in Chicago; Liocoln’s last inaugu- 
ral is copied in full; there is an ac- 
count of the reboisting of the flag 
on Sumter by Major-General An- 
derson, on the anniversary of the 
day that it was four years before 
lowered, and reading, all the events 
of those tremendous days are 
brought vividly back to memory. 
There is a detailed account of the 
reception of 8,684 prisoners at North- 
west, a station on the railroad be- 
tween Wilmington and Goldsboro, 
In the ——— were 992 commis- 
sioned officers. The account says: 

The condition of these prisoners beg- 
gars all description. Many of them 
were literally naked; naked and cov- 
ered with sores, and their flesh being 
eaten with vermin. * *° A num- 
ber of them were demented, stark 
naked, their bodies bedaubed with 
mud. Gangrenous, ulcerous, their 
eyes running out, their toes and fin- 
gers dropping off, they were enduring 
the extreme of human suffering. 

The names of a committee of 
twenty are given, to carry out a 
scheme to raise a testimonial by 
one dollar subscriptions for George 
F. Robinson, the soldier nurse who 
saved the life of Secretary Seward. 
Of the twenty names only six we 
believe remain alive. Turning to 
western affairs, there is an account 
of a wholesale lynching of horse- 
thieves in the neighborhood of 
Walla Walla, “received at Port- 
land by the last steamer that came 
down the river.“ The stock mar- 
ket makes Gould & Curry $1,700 
r foot; Savage, $1,600; Belcher, 
1,140; Jacket, $2,021; Crown Point,

HOW SAGEHENS MATE. 


Fandangos Held tor that Purpose 
and imitated by Piutes 


Sagebens have a fandange each 
year the same as the Piute Indians, 
and it is thought that the latter got 
their idea from the former. The 
male birds call each ether every 
morning ani evening fora couple 


of weeks, and the effect is seen in 
the collection of birds in large num- 
bers in the locality selected for the 
fandango. A large open space on 
the hillside is where the observer 
will find them. There they flock 
together for several days, the males 
in the ceater, surrounded by the 
hens. The males strut about and 
show eff their best points to a host 
of admiring hens. The males hold 
their heads high, raffling their 
feathers and making a peculiar 
cackling noise. This continues for 
a couple of weeks, morning and 
night, and during the day they 
separate to the feeding grounds, 
Towards the end of the fandango 
each male walks around the circle 
alone till one of the hens enter, 
when both fly out as mates for the 
year.

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cubic feet per second a ditch will 
draw from the natural stream from 
which it takes its supply. There 
are so many circumstances affect- 
ing the carrying capacity of ditches 
—such as the fall, the formation of 
sand bars, the caving of banks, the 
tramping of live stock and the like 
—th:t it is a very difficult matter 
even with practical engineers, to 
arrive at any satisfactory conclu- 
sions. The following is a plan 
which I have adopted, and which I 
think is in harmony with the in- 
structions of the State engineer, 
and which I feel assured is suffi- 
ciently accurate for general pur- 
poses: 3 

We will assume that the ditch to 
be measured is 24 inches wide at 
the bottom, and with 10 inches 
depth of water is 36 inches wide at 
the water line. Adding the top 
and bottom width together and 
dividing by 2, gives a mean or 
average width of 30 inches, which, 
of course, will equal in carrying 
capacity a flume 30 inches wide 
and with a depth of 10 inches of 
flowing water. This will give usa 
wet cross section of 360 square 
inches, and if the current of the 
ditch has a mean velocity of one 
foot per second of time, our ditch 
would discharge 360 cubic inches 
for each inch of the foot, or 12 
times 360, equals 4,320 cubic inches» 
or two and one-half cubic feet, 
each second. To arrive at the 
velocity of the ditch, it is best to 
insert a flume, or box, at least one 
hundred feet long, or, failing in 
this, carefully trim and straighten 
the banks and bottom of the ditch 
to a uniform width and depth, for 
the distance of one hundred feet. 
Then, upon a still day, in the al 
sence of a current meter, which is 
rather uncertain at best, I recom- 
mend the use of a light cork float 
—a cork two inches wide and half 
an inch thick is about the size. 
Then carefully note the time re- 
quired for the cork to float the 
distance, repeating the operation 
several times. This will give the 
surface velocity ofthe water. From 
this it will be proper to deduct 
one-fifth or twenty per cent. for 
resistance. 

To illustrate this rule: Suppose 
we find that it took 20 seconds for 
the float to pass from one end of 
the line to the other. This would 
give us a velocity of 5 feet per 
second; deducting one-fifth for re- 
sistance and we have a mean 
velocity .of four feet per second, 
giving the ditch in the former il- 
lustration, a theoretical discharge 
oftwo and one-half cubic feet for 
each foot of velocity, or a total 
theoretical discharge of two and 
one-half times four, or ten cubic 
feet per second oftime. To sum 
up these illustrations, we have this 
rule: 

1, The average width in inches, 
multiplied by the depth in inches 
gives the wet cross section of the 
ditch in square inches. 

2. The wet cross section of the 
ditch multiplied by the velocity 
per second in inches, gives the 
discharge per second in cubic 
inches. , 


divided by 1,728, gives the dis- 
charge per second in cubic feet, as 
required by law.

One tribe of Indians—the Nav- 
ajos—in New Mexico, have in their 
own possession 800,000 sheep, 
Their flocks are not highly bred, 
yielding not more than two pounds 
of wool per capita at a single clip- 
ping. An industrial fact connected 
with this Indian flock ownership 
is their systematic manner in edu- 
cating their boys to know the bus- 
iness. Every lad in turn, when old 
enough, has to devote a certain 
number of days in each year to 
sheep herding. This is one of the 
schools in which he is educated 
and taught habits of usefulness. 
While on this subject we will re- 
mark that the next largest holders 
of sheep among the Indian tribes 
of our neighboring territory are 
the Zunis. They have better sheep
